If you haven't driven through 
the mountain country this spring 
you've missed the real beauty 
of our land. The wild flowers 
and the blooming shrubs are 
outstanding as the season 
moves up from one elevation to 
another. The streams are espec- 
ially pretty with the lush 
growth surrounding them. You 
should spend a day wandering 
up through Quoking Aspen and 
along the Westem Divide High- 
way. There’s some really fine 
country there. 

After seeing how well 
nature does you may wonder 
at your own humble efforts. 
However, don't be discouraged. 
With a little thought and plan- 
ning you can do almost as well. 
If nothing else works you can 
always move to the hills. 

We do sell a lot of native 
plant material. From yucca to 
manzanita and including pines, 
toyon, Oregon grape, and pop- 
pies. These are all drought 
resistant, good for places the 
hose won't reach, and fairly 
attractive. Like most native 
plants they do best if mulched 
with a good humus material. 
Whether Forest Humus, Vita- 
Peat, or just plain shavings, 
it will more than pay you for 
the effort. Especially if your 
husband does it.

Sacramento Senate Scene 
By Howard Way 
State Senator, Tulare County 


By now you no doubt know that 
the extraordinary long 1964 ses- 
sion of the legislature finally ad- 
journed Saturday, May 23. It is 
good to be back in the district and 
I will be looking forward to meet- 
ing many of you personally around 
the county in the next few weeks. 

The Senate Fact Finding Com- 
mittee on Social Welfare, of which 
I am vice-chairman, has just com- 
pleted three days of extensive 
hearings on the omnibus welfare 
bill, A. B. 59, passed by the 1963 
legislature. 

During the three days, we had 
testimony from Mr. Weedemeyer, 
the State Director of Social Wel- 
fare. He was followed by super- 
visors and county welfare direc- 
tors from 25 counties throughout 
Califronia. You have no doubt 
read accounts of these hearings in 


the press, and you will be reading 
more when the final report of the 
committee is made. It should be 
emphasized that this is the first of 
several hearings that will be held 
throughout the state between now 
and January 1, 1965. 

It seems to me that the follow- 
ing points should be brought to 
attention at this time: 

1. The State Department of So- 
cial Welfare insisted, when they 
were urging the passage of A.B. 
59, that this legislation would re- 
sult in reduced welfare costs at 
the county level. Witness after 
witness supplied testimony to show 
that this has not happened. Even 
a metropolitan county such as Sae- 
ramento presented testimony that 
they have experienced a sharp in- 
crease in welfare costs at the 
county level. 

2. In March of this year there 
were 164%% more people on the 
regular AFDC program and 16% 
more applications for aid than in 
t] March 1963. County after county 
testified that the regular AFDC-

The amount for export, under 
the program’s export market pro- 
vision, will be a number of pounds 
equal to the appraised 1964 pro- 
duction of the farm’s export mar- 
ket acreage. In some instances, 
Rogers pointed out, due to bale 
weights, this will require exporta- 
tion of small quantities in excess 
of the estimated production of the 
acreage. In case of natural dis- 
asters causing actual production 
to be substantially less than the 
estimated production, however, 
the quantity for export may be 
adjusted downward. Proof of 
actual production will be required 
before such an adjustment can be 
made.
